Canadian author visits

Mr. Ernie UnRuh is the new vice¬ 
principal of Isaac Newton School. He 
comes with a wide experience in work¬ 
ing with young people. Since his first 
teaching job in 1945, he has worked in a 
variety of schools; Aberdeen junior high 
was the last school before he came here. 

Indian Reservation and Stoney Moun¬ 
tain Penitentiary are included in his 
teaching experience. Mr. UnRuh recalls 
the friendliness and the quietness of 
students on the Reservation. His six 
children attended school along with the 
Indian children. They enjoyed school 
and Mr. UnRuh said, "I don't see any 
visible difference between students on 
the Reservation and the students here.'' 
While teaching there, Mr. UnRuh was 
made Honorary Chief of Manitoba. 

At the penitentiary Mr. UnRuh 
worked mostly with the 16 to 23 age 
group and with the Native Brotherhood 
organization. The Native Brotherhood is 
a club composed of Indian people who 
are concerned about their problems and 
want to help improve conditions for 
themselves and for other native people. 
Improving educational opportunities, 
housing, job opportunities and, in gen¬ 
eral, upgrading the image of the native 
in society are the concerns of the 
Native Brotherhood. 

With only five teachers at the peni¬ 
tentiary there was always a long waiting 
list of people to be taught. 


Mr. UnRuh was born in Lucky Lake, 
Saskatchewan, where he received his 
early education. He obtained his B.A. 
from the University of Manitoba and his 
B.Ed. in Saskatoon. He looks back at 
the different places where he has taught 
and finds each school has been a plea¬ 
sant place in which to work with stu¬ 
dents. 

At the present time Mr. UnRuh is in¬ 
volved in the Youth Action Centre. He 
enjoys sports and work with students 
and staff at Isaac Newton School. He 
hopes that the Student Council will 
come up with another good program 
this year.
